Pitting to be In Portland yesterday morn- 

ing, ahortly alter the Eugene arrived from 
Memphis, we obtained from her offioers the 
following interesting statement of affairs: 

Large quantities of provisions, groceries, 
and other kinds of supplies had been re- 
ceived, but the scarcity of money prevented 
activity in business. The recent order of 
Col. Slack, prohibiting the circulation of 
Confederate notes, had put a check on trans> 
actions of all kinds, as this was the only 
currency in circulation in the city at the 
time it was occupied by our troops. The 
order was regarded by theeitisens as a very 
severe one. One man, who had f 15,000 of 
this currency, was unable to buy market- 
ln 8 enough with one hundred dollars of it 
to make a single meal for his family. Served 
him right. 

There was a good deal of cotton, molasses, 
and sugar in Memphis, and this was being 
traded to the Northerners for groceries, 
provisions, dry goods, *c. The Eugene 
brought up a lot of cotton, molasses, and 
sugar. 

Salt, which had been very scarce and 
held at $1 per pound, was now plenty at 
from $4 to $7 per barrel, and flour nork
